ANOTHER PHRASE OF MILITANCY 


So much has been printed about the destruc- 
live tactics of the British militants, their disre- 
gard of laws and property rights and their ap- 
parent obsession by anarchy, that the American 
public has largely overlooked the fact that there 
is another side to the case of the women who 
are fighting for suffrage. The London Nation, 
reporting the interview which the militants final- 
‘ly gained with Premier Asquith after Silvia 

i] Pankburst's threat to starve on the steps of the 
yarliament house, notes that the premier heard 

|jfrom the suffrage deputation some facts ‘which 
indicate that the women are fighting for some- 

fi thing far greater than a mere hobby. A large 
number of Premier Asquith’s visitors were wo- 
men workers from London’s notorious Kast End. 
Here, according to the Nation, are some of the 
things they told him: 

One showed him two brushes the bristles 
of which had been inserted by her fingers. Each 
brush had a hundred holes to fill, and she earned 
1 penny—2 cents—for every hundred holes. It 
took her two hours to finish a brush. Ih twelve 
hours she could earn 12 cents. The retail price 
of the brush was $2.50. 

Another told how she had been driven from a 
jam factory because she refused to yield to the 
attentions of the foreman. Later she had given 
shelter-—‘‘naturally, of course, sir’’—to a girl 
who had yielded and came with her baby. ° ‘“But 
sooner than take food out of my, children’s 
mouths, she went one day, and I never saw 
her again until three dayys afterward, when she 
and the baby were dragged out of the river.’” 

A third. woman put the case this way: ‘‘We 
-women perform the dignified service of mother- 
hood—even statesmen has mothers, I suppose, 
sir—and yet we’re not allowed a voice in the 
making of the laws, and the law says we’re not 
the parents of our own children.”’ 

The premier has been about as obstinate a foe 
‘as suffrage has in England, but—‘‘even states- 
jen have mothers,’’ 

The militants are committing crimes that ean- 
not be condoned, but there is no question but 
what they are fighting against conditions which 
make the commission of worse crimes possible 
under the law.
